PVDfiditions difficu lt 
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UAR-Syria-Iraq : The UAR-Syrian communique 
of 21 March indicates that differences between Nasir 
and the Syrian Baath leadership are so sharp that 
only very loose federal ties between the UAR, Syria, 
and Iraq are possible in the immediate future. 

The communique, issued after three days of 
negotiations in Cairo, notes that "possibilities" have 
been opened for an "equitable federal unity." How- 
ever, it makes no mention of the form this federa- 
tion is to take, or of the principles on which it is 
to be based. 

According to Muhammad Haykal, a leading Cairo 
editor and confidant of Nasir, the UAR has rejected 
the Baathist proposal for an early plebiscite on unity 
measures. It will insist on prior establishment in 
Syria and Iraq of a single-party front like Nasir's 
Arab Socialist Union.

Brazil: The Communist- controlled labor council 
in Recife, capital of Pernambuco state, began a gen- 
eral strike in the city on 21 March, and is reportedly 
trying to get workers in the interior to do likewise. 

A demand for higher wages is ostensibly the motive 
behind the strike, but the Communists’ tactics leave 
no doubt that it is primarily a show of strengtho 
Meanwhile, the state police, whose commander has 
a long record of pro-Communist activity, ar e doing 
nothing to protect property and nonstrikers.
